platform satisfactory to him and in compll- 
ance with the principles he espouses or he 
will not be their candidate for president. 
Ambiguous planks will have no place in the 
platform upon which he will run, and @ 
specific of every pledge will make 
the pl clear to the understanding of 
every man who reads its lines. He will etand 
for no seps to e with votes that will 
prove of no avail when being framed into 
seb should the party be successful at the 
‘polls, 
According to Mr. Bryan the day of the 
people is at hand, as far as their interest in 
the democratic party is concerned. 


Urges Campaign Publicity Plank. 

“If the democratic convention at Denver 
does not have fh its platform a plank pro- 
viding for publicity of campaign contributions 
the next candidate for president will not come 
from Nebraska, " says Mr. Bryan.

“The party in power is responsible for the 
sin that exists, The forces that have led it 
into sin have kept it from repentance. How 
can you trust à party that promises to undo 
the sin that it has committed? 

At the convention in Chicago the most 
strenuous president we ever have had was 
compelled to use all the patronage at his 
command. It was necessary to seek the dele- 
gates to secure a majority. President Roose- 
velt wanted a publicity plank in the plat- 
form. Secretary Taft wanted it. They 
couldn't get it. What hope can be reposed 
in such a party? .- 

The time has come to make elections pub- 
lic affairs. .The public should know the forces 
at work. In the republican party they are 
such that they can defy the president in the 
White house. By standing for ideals, I have 
become acquainted with the people of this na- 
tion. Weare unterrified. We haven't lost a 
state but one from the Alleghenies to the 
Pacific. It means that the democratic party 
is strong, for it responds to democratic doc- 
trine. Democracy trusts the people, for the 
people are the only safe foundation of gov- 
ernment.” 


Will Not Write Platform. 

Mr. Bryan said the platform would be writ- 
ten by the resolutions committee and not by 
him, although he would insist on certaip 
planks being inserted if he were to be nom- 
inated to head the ticket. 

Mr. Bryan's speech was delivered before 
the Nebraska Traveling Men's Bryan club. 
About 2,000 persons were in the Lincoln audi- 
torium when he spoke. They were his friends 
and wild cheers greeted his hurling of the 
gauntiet at the conservative forces of the 
democracy. They didn't know what was 
coming; but as a realization of the purport 
of his words sunk into their intellects the 
storm of applause became a hurricane The 
enthusiasm could not be surpassed except in 
volume at a national convention. 

‘Parker got his conservative platform 
then,” said a democrat as he left the hall, 

“and Bryan will get his platform of specific 
declarations this year. That statement of 
his will unite the party behind him, for it is 


my belief that none will dare propose that he 


be driven from the ticket.” 

Mr. Bryan was the last speaker on the pro- 
gram. It wae nearly midnight when he took 
the rostrum; but the audience wae untired. 
They had been fed on Bryan loyalty through 
hours of entertaining talks until their appe- 
tites were whetted for what the great com- 
moner was to give them—the most important 
pre-convention utterance that Mr. Bryan 
has ever uttered. It called to mind the fa- 
mous gold telegram that Alton B. Parker 
gent to the reéclutions committee at the 
St. Louts convention in 1904. 


Other Sayings of Bryan. 

Other things that Mr. Byan said follow: 

* Ladies and gentlemen, I'm not expected 
to speak at length. My thoughts have run 
back over two detades and I feel in a mood 
for reminiscence. The chairman of this 
meeting and 1 veen advocates of de- 
mocracy, as we understand it. I say to you

They represent, I take it, hie 
personal views, but have not been submitted 
to a.caucus of New York delegates and can- 
not be put forward as representing the views 
of the delegation.

New York state comes to this convention 
to bring all democrats together and to win a 
victory for the party, and we intend to take 
onty such action as will bring about that re- 
sult.

Parker Silent on Rebuke. 

The Murphy statement was read to Mr, 
Parker, who listened to it with the closest 
attention. 

“No, I won't comment upon it.“ he replied 
to a question. 

“But it has been suggested. Mr. Parker, 
that you prepared the resolutions for the 
purpose of precipitating a row in the conven- 
tion. At least you can say whether Jou nave 
come here in the interest of harmony.’ 

To talk of harmony is belittling,”’ he re- 


s ponded. 


But you willl support Bryan, will you 
not?

He expressed himself on the resolution pre- 
pared by Alton B. Parker respecting the 
death of Grover Cleveland as foliows: 

‘I am still unable to believe that the pro- 
posed resolution is tbe result of any wish 
to-show unfriendliness to Mr. Bryan,” said 
the senator. It is indelicate, however, to 
bring it into politics, and I believe the con 
vention ul be able to get around the mat“ 
ter in a manner that will lend dignity to the 
gathering without causing any sting. 

The denmidcratic party wishes to revere the. 
memory of the dead ex-presicent, and can 
do it, I am sure, without causing any feeling 
that will tend to bitternees. 

Senator Gore, like many others, did not 
wish to discuss the subject of the Com- 
moner editorial regarding William R. Hearst, 
excusing himself with the remark that he 
had not given it sufficient study to properly 
ipterpret its meaning. 

Senator Gore believes the reduction of the 
tariff schedules and th® regulation of the 
trusts will be the paramount issue of the 
coming campaign. This is the greatest de- 
mand of the people. he said. and the people 
make the paramount issues. 


Favors Reduction of Tariff. 


The senator favors a great reduction in 
tariff schedules. and eepecially would he like 
to see the tariff on ‘articles imported from 
the South American countries lowered. He 
believes ultimate free trade with the South 
American countries may result. The west- 
ern sentiment, he says, should be the sphere 
of commercial activity for the American 
business interests. The senator is of the 
opinion that the next house of representa- 
tives will be democratic. 

He professes to believe it will be incon- 
sistent for a republican to vote for repub- 
lican congressmen and senators, thinking 
they are voting for the radical program of 
the present administration. Mr. Taft is not 
a progressive candidate, Senator Gore be- 
lieves. The interests that have been opposing 
the Roosevelt program are well satfsfied with 
Taft, he thinks. 


Wants Fight for House. ' 


Senator Gore declares he has no patience 
with democrats who are for neglecting the 
house of representatives. He thinks the 
fight should be made to capture the house 
to prevent further bad legislation, even if 
good legislation cannot be enacted because 
of an opposing senate. 

If the democrats elect Bryan, and carry 
the house, some financial! legislation will be 
enacted to supersede the Aldrich bill, Sen- 
ator Gore believes. The effect of the Aldrich 
bill will be bad if it is ever put into practice, 
he thinks. 


New Yorker for Second Place. 


On the vice presidential nomination Senator 
Gore favors a New York man. 

We cannot win without New York and the 
vice president should come from New York 
if the factions of that state can agree on a 
man for the place,“ heeald, It the factions 
cannot get together, the nominee should 
come from some other eastern state.“ 

Senator Gore favors a strong anti-injuno- 
tion plank for the platform.

HE MAKES THE PEOPLE GASP 


Resplendent Colonel Says He’s Nota 
Vice Presidential Candidate.

President Gompers and Staff Going to 
Denver—Will Not Interfere in 
Presidential Election. 


Political noninterference in the president- 
tial contest but political activity along the 
lines of electing members of congress and 
the exerting of all possible influence in the 
appointment of. judges, of the federal bench 
will de the. attitude of organised labor and 
the American Federation of Labor. 

So much was learned last night when 
President Samuel Gompers dropped off in 
Chicago on his way to Denver to appear be- 
fore the committee on resolutions of the 
national democratic convention to urge the 
incorporation in the campaign platform of 
the identical anti-injunction plank which 
was urged before the committee on resolu- 
tions of the republican national convention 
in Chicago two weeks.ago, and which was 
turned down,” 

President Gompers declared that it would 
be improper to make any announcement as 
to the political policy that the. American 
Federation of Labor would adopt in the 
event the anti-injunction plank is received 
with favor by the democracy. But from a 
member of the executive council of the feder- 
ation the plan of action was learned. 

“There will be no fight of organized labor 
in the presidential contest, no matter wheth- 
er the democratic convention accepts or re- 
fuses the anti-injunction plank,“ he declared. 
“ The fight will be made upon the eléction of 
candidates and appointees in the legislative 
and judiciary branches. It labor’s plank 
is incerporated in the democratic platform 
then we will use all the strength of organ- 
ized labor throughout the country to elect 
democratic members of congress and to in- 
fluence the appointment of judges on the 
Supreme and, federal benches. But labor 
will probably support either one or the other 
candidate of the two regular parties. :

Explosion in Cleveland Store Is 
Followed by Panic, 


GIRLS LEAP, FROM WIN DOWS. 


More than 380 Injured in Mad Fight 
for Life. 


Cleveland. O., July 3.~—Seven persons were 
killed, at least two others were fatally in- 
jured, and fully thirty more were severely 
hurt as the result of a fire, caused by the 
explosion of fireworks, in 8. 8. Kreage’s 5 
and 10 cent store in Ontario street today.

Opinions of Cause Differ. 

Opinions differ as to the exact cause of the 
explosion. A woman who was at the fire- 
works counter sald the stotk was ignited 
by sparks from a device which was being 
demonstrated to her by a clerk. Fire Chief 
Wallace and the store manager believe the 
pieces were ignited by an arc light. 

The cith council tonight. considered the 
question of barring all fireworks from Cleve- 
land hereafter. 

Immediately following the explosion an 
alarm of fire wags sounded and a panic seized 
the hundreds of clerks and shoppers, A mad 
rush was made for the doors and windows. 
Many jumped from the second and third 
floors. 

Store Filled with Shoppers. 

The store, which is located near the busiest 
corner in the downtown district, was well 
filled with shoppers, mostly women and chil- 
dren. Practically all of the clerks were young 
girls. Although the explosion of the fire- 
works caused consternation, ,the real panic 
did not occur until some one shouted Fire!“ 

Far an inétant a hush came over the crowd. 
Then women screamed, some fainted, and 
sudden fear overcame them. 

Crazed by the possibility of injury or death, 
all on the main floor rushed for the front 
and rear doors. Quickly they were jammed 
in the front doorway. 


Mad Scramble for Life. 

During the jam those who had attempted 
to escape by the rear door were blocked in 
their progress. The back door was too small 
for all who sought safety there and the rear 
windows were closed with iron bars. Those 
who could not escape in this direction turned 
to the front door, 

While practically every one on the main 
floor was able to leave without injury through 
the front Goor, it was mainly. because of the 
jam at that door that the unfortunate ones 
lost their lives. Two of the clerks, seeing no 
possibility of immediate escape at the front 
door, ran fo the basement. The basement 
windows also were barred with iron. and their 
return to the main floor was cut off by thé ap- 
proach of the flames. 

Other Women, again forced to the rear of 
the store by the approaching flames, finally 
sought safety under a counter, where their 
bodies were found two hours after the explo- 
sion. The five women had been suffocated. 
The 4 year old son of Mrs. George Parker was 
knocked to the floor during the first panic. 
There he lay unconscious and trampled upon 
until suffocated by the smoke. 


Girls Leap from Windows. 

While the next panic upon the main floor 
was in progress the flames from the fire- 
works counter rapidly advanced to other 
parts of the stoße. The smoke and flames 
were whirled up the stairways to the second 
and third floors. There a frenzied crowd of 
clerks and shoppers was endeavoring to find 
a means of edcape by way ofthe stairs. They 
were frustrated by the suffocating N 
The elevator made several trips during the 
first few minutes of the fire and took many to 
the main floor 

Hundreds of persons were near or in front 
of. the store at the time of the explosion, 
Terrified shoppers rushed out of the front | 
door to the sidewalk. Women and girlz ap- 
peared in the upper windows, shouting and 
pleading for help. Men upon the sidewalk 
told them to wait until the firemen arrived 
with their ledders. Hysterical with the 
fright that was upon them, some did not 
wait; but hurled themselves to the sidewalk. 
In this manner many were severely injured. 
When one or two had thus faced death it 
sta ed the others on the upper window 
ledges, and they, too, followed.

RENEWS FIGHT ON GAD'S HILL: 


Mrs. Scott Durand in Letter Calls 
Settlement a Nuisance.’’ 


PLANS SUITS TO VACATE. 


Mrs. F. H. MeMullin, Head of the As- 
sociation, Denies Charges. 


The fight instituted last year against the 
Gad's Hill settlement, Lake Bluff, In., by 
property owners in that suburb, was renewed 
yesterday by Mrs. Scott. Durand. A long 
letter was gent by Mrs: Durand to the news- 
papers in which the settlement is declared 
A public ‘nuisance. She also said that the 
association which maintains the settlement 
is ‘noncharitable.’’. She asserts that the 
purchase of the land and the founding of 
the settlement was an injudicious act. 

Mrs. Durand then attacks the wisdom ef 
the association in taking children from the 
slums of the city to the lake shore, on the 
grounds that such a change is injurious to 
their health. She contends that a farm such 
as the one at Allendale is best suited for out- 
ing purposes. 

Attorney Sigmund Zeisler has been engaged 
by Mrs. Durand and several other property 
owners to bring proceedings to compel the 
institution: to vacate their present location. 


Mrs. McMullin Answers Charges. 

Mrs. F. R. McMullin, president of the as- 
sociation, when she heard of the present 
fight, denied. that the settlement was a nui- 
sance and called attention to the associa. 
tion's long work in behalf of the children 
of the slums. 

The mere fact that our association for 
eight years maintained a settlement on the 
lake shore at Glencoe without a word of 
protest from our neighbors is, in my mind, 
ample refutation of the charges made against 
the present settlement,“ she said. An- 
other. thing, the settlement was opened only 


last Tuesday, and 1 do not see how the poor 


little ones could possibly have caused any 
bother to the.neighbors. 

“As for the wisdom of locating where we 
did, the committee on selection, which con- 
sisted of Mrs. Robert Gregory, W. A. Alex- 
ander, Wallace De Wolf, and Robert Greg- 
ory, reported after an eighteen months’ 
search that it was the most ideal site they 
had seen. 

Says Children Are Benefited: 

„We have been repeatedly advised by au- 
thorities in the matter that two days’ outing 
at our settlement is more beneficial for the 
children than six weeks in a place situated 
more inland. I eanhot understand how any 
one éan complain that one or two hundred lit- 
tle ones deprived for nearly the greater part 
of the year of fresh air can form an objec- 
tionable feature of any district. 

„The location ot our settlement is almost 
midway between North Chicago, a manufac- 
turing center, and Lake Bluff, certainly not 
the most attractive residence location on the 
north shore. I think that all charitably in- 
clined persons will agree that Gad's Hil! set- 
tlement is a worthy charity.“

Federal Grand Jury Returns Bills 
Against Keepers of. Resorts. 


PLANS FOR MORE RAIDS. 


Raids in the Levees. 


The federal grand jury adjourned yester- 
day until Monday morning after returning 
fifty indictments against white slave 
keepers. District Attorney Sims and his as- 
sociates, however, continued their crusade. 

The objects of the latest raids are the re- 
sorts of South Chicago. A raid was made 
Thursday night and three women, all taken 
from resorts in the South Chicago levee dis- 
trict, are being held by the federal authori- 
ties subject to examination by the immigrant 
department. The women taken are Clara 
Isner, arrested at 9216 Harbor avenue; Ethel 
Williams, and a third woman whose name is 
being suppressed by the district attorney's 
offiee. 

The Isner woman is charged with keeping 
alien women for immoral purposes in viola- 
tion of the immigration laws. She asserted 
that she was not the proprietor of the re- 
sort, but was herself an inmate. 


Makes Further Investigation. 

Further efforts are being made by secret 
service men to learn more of the place while 
the Isner woman is being held in the county 
jail in default of bond of $2,000, which she 
was unable to furnish. The Williams woman 
was taken as a witness and was released upon 
her.own recognizance. 

The district attorney's office regards the ar- 
rest of August and Marie Duval, proprietors 
of the French restaurant at 386. Dearborn 
street, as most important in checking the 
“white slave evil.

am unaware of the exact degree of rela- 
tionship of the Baron - A= who now 
makes his home at Santiago de Cuba to the 
barber surgeon of the first Napoleon, nor am 
I able to give any information as to how he 
came by his title of baron, which he certainly 
aid not inherit from the doctor. At the time 
of Dr. Antomarchi's death in Cuba in 1888 his 
family consisted of his brother, Dominique 
living at Morsiglia, in Corsica, and of another 
brother, Joseph, making his home at Caracas, 
in Venesuela. The doctor himseif left no 
children. 

On the death of Joseph Antomarchi his 
widow established herself at Santa Fe de 
Bogota, and in January, 1902, her heirs ad- 
vertised for sale there a number of alleged 
relics of the first Napoleon. The minister of 
France at Bogota sent to his government 3 
description as well as photographs of the 
relics, but they were of such a nature and of 
such questionable authenticity that no steps 
were taken to secure them for the National 
War museum at Paris. Possibly the Baron 
de Cuba is one of 
these heirs. But it would be interesting to 
learn where and how. he obtained his barony, 
which is not of Spanish creation. 

It is amazing that he should have thought 
it necessary to write to protest against the 
utterances of the historian and acadeniician 
Frederick Masson, since the effect of his let- 
ter has merely served to revive the unpleas- 
ant stories concerning the original Dr. Anto- 
marchi, :

The death at Bombay of the Parsee baro- 
net, Sir Jamsetjee Jejeebhoy, the fourth 
holder of the bargpnetcy, serves to recall not 
only one of the net famous philanthropiste 
of the nineteenth century but also the unique 
honor paid to him by the British govern- 
ment.

And here is the extraordinary feature of. her 
history; the few great names which she be- 
queathed to that book wherein individual 
fame is written for futurity could be counted 
on the fingers of one hand. 

First of all stands out the name of Galileo, 
her native son by chance, since at the time 
of his birth his family had but lately come 
from Florence. Next, are Andrea and Nie- 
colo Pisano, who founded the Pisan school 
of art, and left important monuments behind 


them—the doors of the baptistery at Flor 


ence, the pulpit in the baptistery at Pisa, 
decorations of the Florentine PaleazzoVecchio, 
and other works. But is it not extraordinary 
that in all her warlike record on land and 
sea no name of admiral or general stands 


out preüminent? And in her ancient univers- 


ity, removed from Florence at the time of 
the archdukes, and famed widely for its 
learning, there were no poets or scholars 
whom history reveres, with the exception of 
Galileo. 

What do these circumstances argue? Was 
her record really commonplace, or has it 
unusual eloquence, showing a unique sol- 
idarity of interest among her citizens, which 
revealed the highest spirit of democracy? 
This is what a good American says of Pisa’s 
situation, looking at it from the standpoint 
of his own land's experience; It is certain 
that such a force and splendor as she was 
for 500 years could have been created only 
by a consensus of mighty wills, and it seems 
to me that a pretty case might be made out 
in favor of a democracy whose level was so 
high that no head could be seen above it,” 

Pisa lost political supremacy through her 
defeat by Florence. But this néverse would 
not alone in the natural course of events 
have effected her ruin. She had weathered 
many storms in her tempestuous history, 
and some of them were serious. One defeat 
by Genoa was so disastrous, and cost her so 
many citigens who were carried off as pris- 
oners, that there grew up at the time a say- 
ing: “If you would see Pisa go to Genoa.”’ 
She was, of course, at a disadvantage geo- 
graphically. There was small chance for 
her expansion inland. And when her site 
receded from the sea by the filling in of the 
delta of the Arno her importance dwindled, 
Leghorn took her place in commerce. She 
was not alone in this peculiar fate. Similarly 
Ravenna’s port was destroyed by inunda- 
tions of the Po, and Venice flourished as a 
consequence. Presto was similarly trans- 
planted as a seaport by Salerno. 

—— 


Today the Arno sweeps by the city majes- 
tically free. There are 60,000 people stag- 
nating here. There is a university of some 
importance, but the town has ÜUttle trade. 
She has not even a daily or weekly paper, and 
simply lives on the business incident to 
being a railway center and on the tourists 
who come to see the cathedrals. About all the 
tourists care to see is the group of buildings 
gathered together in a forlorn corner of the 
town; the four fabrics, the cathedral, the 
paptistery, the leaning bell tower, and the 
cemetery. The leaning tower does lean in an 
alarming manner; and all the buildings are 
beautiful and worthy of a long description, 
which I do not mean to write.

RUSSIA’S FINANCES ARE SAFE. 


Duma Passes Budget of $1,250,000,-. 
000 and Nation Recovers from 
Troubles, 


Sr. PETERSBURG, July Arne dume 
at midnight,approved the budget of reve- 
nue, amounting to $1.250,000,000. 

M. Kokovtsoff, minister of finance, said 
he thought the Country's fidancial system 
had fully sustained the test to which it had 
been subjected. Notwithstanding the re- 
cent war and internal disorders, he said, 
the ordinary revenue had exceeded the or- 
dinary expenditures by 64,680 000. 

The deficit for 1908, he thought, could not 
shake Russia's financial position. In con- 
cluding he declared that the bankruptcy of 
Russia existed only in the pamphlets of 
Dr. Martin and other Ul wishes. 

Dr. Martin is a former German official, 
who, in 1005, published a book stating that 
the Russion empire would soon be bank- 
rupt. It created such a sensation that the 
German government deemed an official die- 
avyowal of it necessary. In March, 1906, 
Dr. Martin issued a second publication, in 
which he made even stronger statements. 
He said a new Russion loan in the German 
market was impossible.

More than Promethean, he stuns one with 
his creative prowess. Giant and giantess 
he forms, then breathes into their nostrils 
the fire of life, sets them & fate as inexorably, 
reads them as incisively and adjud@es them | 
as severely, while they travel on its _ 
can one who commands so exalted vibe. 
Jupiter's was one of distance; his is one of 
wisdom, of strict individuallem, of wondrous 
knowledge, prophetic vision, the sixth sense. 
But wherefore name names when at the last 
we must stop, felling to define the thing 
which is uppermost in mind; the vague sense 
that his is a clearer ether wherein exist no

Of course it preaches a réligion--every 
really, great book does—and this is the re- 
ligion of freedom.

Miss Ida D, Bennett, who is author of an 
excellent bock on flower growing, has writ- 
ten “THE VEGETABLE GARDEN ” 
(McClure & Co.), a handbook much on the 
sume plan ap the other. Although written 
from & popular point, the volume is a sound 
scientifie treatise on the science of vegetable 
farming. The amateur will find the subject 
taken up from the beginning, and there is 
scarcely 4 point which he wilt and not cov- 
ered, It is the work of à practical raiser of 
vegetables and thera is no room in it for 
theories or generalities. Besides telling you 
how to raise the vegetables she tells you 


how to cook many of them. There are valu- 


able chapters on the enemies of vegetables 
and the best manner of exterminating them. 
The qualities of the soil, the ways of testing 
it, its preparation, and the planting and 
cultivation of ite products are not dull topics 
as Miss Bennett treats them. She has the 
facuity of writing in such a way that one 
tee that success will follow if her tnstruc- 
tions are obeyed.

TREASURY DEFICIT NOT REAL. 


Secretary Cortelyou Issues Statement 
Showing That Apparent Deficit Is 
Due to Antiquated Bookkeeping. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 3.—Secretary 
Cortelyou today gaye out a statement re- 
garding the treasury situation in which he 
says the deficit of $60,000,000 shown by the 
treasury statements is more apparent than 
real because of the antiquated bookkeeping 
system which ts being overhauled, and con- 
tending that considering the ordinary re- 
celpts of the government there is really a 
Surplus The secretary says the items in- 
clude@ under ordinary expenditures are‘such 
as might properiy be ¢overed by the issue of 
bonds instead of paid out of current teve- 
nues, the latter method constituting an exhi- 
bition of financial strength which shows only 
an imaginary deficit. The statement cites 
methods of speclai accounting of foreign gOv- 
ernments along these lines. 

The total amount expended by this gov- 
ernment for various public works, including 
the Panama canal, during the last fiscal year 
was $84,825,328. Mr. Cortelyou says under a 
proper method of bookkeeping this amount 
would be chargeable to extraordinary ex- 

ures to be met by loans. Putting the

Morning tor International 
Endurance Test. 


Ten huge balloons—two of them the largest 
tm the world—piloted by the country's most 
famous aerial navigators, will sail from Chi- 
‘ago this afternoon in an attempt to estab- 
lish a new world’s record for long flight and 
fioati endurance. A French balloon and 
a Canadian aero bag make the race an in- 
ternational contest. : 

Dach balloonist anticipates the most thrill- 
ine experience of his career. Some of them 
have been maneuvering in the air for nine- 
teen years and one of them is making his 
six thousandth ascent into the clouds. An- 
other of the aeronauts is a 17 year old boy. 
It is posible a woman may help guide one of 
the balloons 

With. the ascent made by the side of Lake 
Michigan and the vast network of rafiroads 
in the vicinity of Aero park, Sixty-seventh 
street and South Park avenue, from which 
Place the start will be made, more than the 
usual amount of danger confronts the bal- 
loonists.

N. J., last year. 

C. A. Coey, who is advertised to “ defend 
Chicago” in the race, has the biggest bal- 
Joon of those entered. It also is the largest 
in the world and has a capacity of 110,000 
cubic feet, which is one-third more than the 


 eapacity of the “* Cincinnati,” the second 


largest aerial racer. 

Size, however, is safd to count for little in 

the race, although Coey's balloon is consid- 
ered one of the most promising. His pilot, 
Capt. G. L. Bumbaugh, is one of the veteran 
 geronauts. 
MIS. George Howard, who has sailed sky- 
wurd innumerable times, may assist her hus- 
band in sailing the Cincinnati,” but it is 
possible that Leslie Haddock, Howard's part- 
ner in aeronautics, may take her place at 
the last moment.

The royal seroneuts were King Wilhela of 
Wurtemberg and Queen Charlotte, who are 
staying in their castle on the shores of Lake 
Constance, and who accepted Count Zep- 
pelin’s offer to make a trip in his airship. , 

His majesty was the first to asdend 
sailed for half an hour over the 8 
lake and found the experience so delightful 
that he requested Count Zeppelin to retorn 
to the floating shed, where he prevailed on 
Queen Cherlotte to take his place on the 
platform for an aerial etoursion. 

Hearing that the King and queen of Wur- 
temberg had arrived at their castle, Count 
Zeppelin decided to make an ascerision in hie 
big flying machine.

King Rides on Front Platform.

the count, Dugineer Duerr, and several me-

The airship moved off quietly and rose into 
the air 150 feet. Its bows were then turned 
towards the castle. The entire domain wee 
cireulated several times, giving the king an 
opportunity for a splendid bird's-eye view of 
his possessions. Then a return was made to 
the shed, where the queen was waiting. The 
water anchor was cast out and King Wilhelm 
and his aid were transferred toa motor boat. 
They had traveled twenty-four mmutes. 


Queen Enjoys Novel Trip. 
The king appeared full of enthusiasm while 
relating his expertences to the queen, who a 
few minutes afterward adopted hie sugges- 
tion to make the trip. Boarding the motor 
boat, her majesty mounted the fore platform 
of the balloon, fed by a lady of 


honor, while Court Chamberlain Raster 


clambered to the platform aft. Again, at 4:18 
o'clock, the airship rose, and, with the motér 
boat following it, bearing King Wilhelm, an- 
other flight was made over the caatie 
grounds.: The crowds below waved hend 
kerchiefs and cheered, to which the occeu- 
pants of the balloon cordially replieq. 

The return journey to the floating dock was 
effected shortly afterwards, and the queen 
landed at 4:40 p. m. and proceeded aboard the 
royal yacht towards the castie amid the 
cheering of thousands of spectatore. 

Later Count Zeppelin carried out further 
steering teste in a moet satisfactory manner. 
Thousands of congratulatory dispatches from 
all parts of. the world have reached - him. 
Among them is one from Emperor William, 
which says:: Heartiest congratulations i 
stand by you now as ever. WAA.“
